Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Examiner's prior art is applicable, thus claims 
rejection is maintained. 

Applicant argues, "„/the 'initial CA certificate' and the 'new certificate' are not received together as required by claims.. .but are instead 
received separately by the server" in page 9, lines 15-17. Examiner interprets that both items are received, and it results in the same 
meaning of "together" from recipient. In response to applicant's argument that the references fail to show certain features of applicant's 
invention, it is noted that the features upon which applicant relies (i.e., received together) are not cleariy delineated in the rejected 
claim(s). Although the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the specification are not read into the claims. 
See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993).
